They were exceedingly wroth, and 
marched away in disgust, and the 
monks, to celebrate their deliverance 
from the enemy, rang their beloved 
bell. Unfortunately they were too 
hasty. The bandits heard the 
sound, retraced their steps and sack- 
ed and burned the priory. ~ It is sup- 
posed -that dufing- the conflagratton 
the bell fel! to the ground and the 
Homeless monks, finding the pieces, 
reverently buried them. 

Henry VIII, looked upon bells as a 
means of adding to his income, and 
encouraged their destruction, but ill- 
fortune attended those who abetted 
him. One nobleman from whom he 
is said to have won a peal of church 
bells by throwing: dice was shortly 
efterward executed on Tower Hill. And 
a certain Bishop of Bangor, who hav- 
ing sold King. Henry the beautiful 
bells of his cathedral, went to see 
them shipped, and was stricken with 
blindness.—Boton Transcript. 


Some 1912 Forest Fires 


The prerent season has not. up to 
the present, at any rate, been char- 
acterized by many or severe forest 
fires. 

Though a number of forest fires 
were reported from routhern British 
Columbia in May, e.g., around Yale, 
iittle dairaage was done, th> fires be 
ing extinguished by rain. 

The fires in the Bulkley valley, in 
northern British Columbia, reported 
during the first week of June, were 
mostly ground fires. The losses 
consisted mostly in buildings belong- 
ing to settlers. At Coquitlam lake, 
despatches of June 8 reported the 
fires were not in themselves serious. 
though a large force of men were oc- 
cupied in extinguishing them. 

The forest fires in the Yukon Terrt- 
tory were finally extinguished by 
heavy rains, though not until hundreds 
of square miles had been burned over 
and thousands of cords of wood piled 
along the river had been destroyed. 
The Yukon District Council has since 
passed an ordinance increasing the 
venalty for starting forest fires. 

The forest fire in Newfoundland to- 
wards the end of May wiped out five 
villages on the north coast of the is- 
land, burned several small lumber 
mills and destroyed some _ 100,000 
logs; they were extinguished by rain. 
The loss is put at $250,000. 

Golden, B.C.. had a bad fright dur- 
ing the second week of June, being 
twice threatoned by forest fires. The 
first time, ov June 8, it was saved by 
a favorable wind, but the firé destroy- 
ed two camps and a large quantity of 
saw logs; it was fought by 225 men. 
A heavy rain soon afterwards came 
on affd put out the fires. 

Superior Junction, Ontario, on the 
line of the Grand Trunk Pacific raik 
way, reported seriéus fires in June.— 
Canadian Forestry Journal. 


Burning Ol! in B.C. 

During th: first week in July a lo- 
comotive using oil as fuel. hauled the 
regular passenger train on the run 
between Wellington and Alberni, the 
extension of the Island division of 
the Canadian Pacific Railway, former- 
ly known cs the Esquimalt and Ndn- 
aimo railway. Tho experiment was 
entirely satjsfactory the run of forty 
miles and return being made on time, 
the new fuel working very satisfact- 
orily. As a result the manager of 
the road says that, as fast as it can 
be done, al! the locomotives on the 
entire line of the Island division, con- 
sisting of 118 miles, will be equipped 
es oil-burner. and the use of coal as 
fuel discontinued. The trains be 
tweer Wellington ahd Alberni are 
now hauied daily by oil-burning en- 
gines. Not only is the danger from 
forest fires ‘argely, if not altogether 
removed, but the comfort of passeng- 
ers is greatly increased, owjng to the 
eliminatior of smoke and cinders.

Outside the walls of the temple 
lie remnants of this year’s great car 
wheels, eight feet in diametetr and 
a foot thick, mounted on axles twenty 
two feet iong and fourteen inches in 
diameter. ‘One pictures ‘the car as 
carved frum epsth¥. wood, black with 
age, ornamen ,with gold and set 
with precious nes, 

In fact, a new'car is built every 
year, in which the god journeys the 
two miles for a fortnight’s rest at 
his garder or country house. Vast 
number o* pilgrims grasp the ropes 
and che car gnoves slowly forward 
to the cheers of thousands of specta- 
vors. Lut the heavy wheels cut 
deep into ‘he sand and it slows down 
6nd stops. Interest lags, the priest 
now accepting a mere touching of the 
ropes as sufficient service, and hired 
coolies complete the journey, two 
weeks being sometimes necessary to 
traverse th? two miles, and an even 
greater ‘ime to return. The ‘Brit- 
igh Government now prevents the 
Sacrifice of life under the car, which 
probably accounts for the decline of 
the festival.
